CUT EXPRESS SERVICE MAC- 
LEOD BRANCH C.P.R. 

Parkland, March 23.—Effective on 
March 21, the C.P.R. has reduced its 
express service south of Nanton. 
North bound express will now only 
be handled on the morning train and 
south bound on train 533 Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday of each week, 
and train 542 on Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday. This means that express

ESTIMATES A DEFICIT FOR THE 

COMING FINANCIAL YEAR 

Edmonton, March 26.—An estimated 
deficit of $1,016,239.15 in the estimat- 
ed revenue of the province of Alberta 
for 1923, as compared with estimated 
expenditure, was the outstanding fea- 
ture of the annual budget speech of 
Premier Herbert Greenfield, deliver- 
ed m the legislature Monday after- 
noen. 

Exclusive of the Alberta govern- 
ment telephones, on income account, 
the estimated revenue for 19238 is put 
at $10,154,630.80, and the estimated 
expenditure at $11,170,869.95, result- 
ing in the estimated deficit of $1,016,- 
239.15. 

The estimated deficit of $1,016,239.- 
15, on this year’s income account com- 
pares with an estimated deficit of 
$272,841.97, thade by the premier in 
his 1922 budget speech. The actual 
defieit for 1922, however, proved to 
be $1,910,302.49. 

The estimated deficit for 1923, there 
fore, is $804,063.34 less than the ac- 
tual deficit for 1922. 

Premier Greenfield has based his es- 
timates for the current year of 1923 
to a large extent upon the actual ex- 
penditures and revenues for the pre- 
ceding year. 

Thus, the public accounts of 1922 
show that the actual expenditures 
during 1922 on income alone was $11,- 


235,192.22. The premier’s estimate 
fr spenditure this .yeer. is $11,170,- 


350.95. The public accounts show 
the actual revenue of 1922 was $9,- 
324,889.73 whereas the premier esti- 
mates that the revenue for 1922 will 
be $10,154,620.00. 

The premier emphasized in_ his 
speech that the deficit of last year 
and the estimated deficit of the present 
are “not due so much to the lack of 
economy as to shortage in revenue es- 
timated.” He attributes this to gen- 
eral shrinkage caused by general eco- 
nomic conditions in the province, quot- 
ing a bank statement to the effect that 
the crop values in Alberta for 1921 
and 1922 combined were less by $28,- 
000 than for the one year of 1920. 

A new feature in the preparation 
of the estimates covering the budget 
speech is that they show in parallel 
columns the actual income and the 
actual revenue for each item of the 
previous year. This is an innovation. 
the custom having been previously to 
give only the estimated expenditure 
and revenue for similar items of the 
previous year. 

Thus, the actual revenue, on income 
account during 1922 for sales of liquor 
by the government vendors, is given 
at $900,000. On the other hand, the 
estimated revenue for liquor sales for 
1923 is put at only $550,000 a reduc- 
tion of $350,000. The large income 
of last year from liquor sales was due 
to the liquidation of the reserve stock 
by the government, Attorney-general 
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Brownlee having estimated that a re- 
serve stock of liquor around half a 


{million dollars will be sufficient to | 


carry on the business for medicinal 
purposes. The government has now 
cut its liquor stocks down to approxi- 
mately $60,000 so that the revenue 
from that source must necessarily 
decrease during the current year, what 
the government considered a surplus 
having been got rid of 

New taxation was announced by 
the premier on mineral rights, on soft 
drinks, and on slot machines, expected 
to bring in half a million dollars ad- 
ditional revenue over last year. The 
premier also said that some additional 
revenue would be received from suc- 
cession duties due to, the amendments 
passed at this session. 

“Even with these additional reve- 
nues, however,” said the premier, “we 
shall still be short of balancing our 
budget by $1,016,239.15, and it has not 
been deemed advisable at the present 
time to impose sufficient taxation to 
leover this.” 

Proceeding, the premier said that 
the reason for this decision was that 
he hoped to have definite knowledge 
of the transfer of the natural resour- 
ces before the year, that reduction in 
expenditure would continue, and third, 
“a complete survey will be made of 
the provincial field of taxation in or- 
der that any increased taxation that 
may be found necessary be equitably 
imposed.” 


LEGISLATURE TO ADJOURN FOR 
EASTER HOLIDAYS 

Edmonton ,March 27. — Premier 
Greenfield announced tentatively Tucs- 
day morning that the legislature 
which is today starting the tenth week 
of the session will take Easter recess 
from Thursday night this week until 
Tuesday. The majority of the farmer 
members are in favor of a recess and 
many of them announced their inten- 
tion of going home whether the House 
remained in session or not, as they 
desired to make arrangements for 
spring seeding. It is fairly certain 
that another two weeks following the 
recess will be required to wind up the 
session.

Test Alberta Coal in Ontario 


As part of the campaign to intro- 
duce Alberta coal into Ontario, a car- 
load of coal is now being sent forward 
by the coal operators of the province, 
for the purpose of carrying out tests 
at Ontario points. Other carlots will 
follow, some of which will come from 
the Drumheller field. 

The tests will be conducted under 
the auspices of the provincial govern- 
ment’s fuel engineeer, Geo. Pratt, at 
Winnipeg, who will accompany the 
shipments to Ontario, as will also 
Howard Stutchbury, trade commis- 
sioner. Mr. Stutchbury, also, it is ex- 
pected, will give evidence before the 
senate committee at Ottawa investi- 
gating the fuel situation. It is ex- 
pected that Alberta will have the co- 
operation of the Ontario government 
in the tests to be made. 

Articles relating to Alberta coal 
and its possibilities in Ontario are 
also being sent forward from the pub- 
licity department of the government 
to papers in Ontario with a view to 
making Ontario people acquainted 
with the coal resources of this pro- 
vince, and the necessity for joint ac- 
tion to make these resources avail- 
able to Ontario towns and cities. 


Drug Stores Cease to Handle Liquor 
In Cities 

After April 1, drug stores in the 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary will 
cease to handle liquor on prescriptions 
in larger than six ounce bottles, ac- 
cording to an announcement by At- 
torney-general Brownlee. The gov- 
ernment itself will fill prescriptions 
for liquor in quantities over six ounces 
at dispensaries centrally established 
jin the two cities.

Feeders’ Day at University 

The second annual feeders’ day con- 
ducted by the animal husbandry 
branch of the University of Alberta 
will be held Saturday, April 14, the 
last day of the Edmonton — spring 
stock show. The results of the tests 
in livestock feeding conducted at the 
University will be available and will 
be the subject of discussions during 
the sessions. In the steer feeding 
trials, 72 steers are being finished, 
comparing oat silage with sunflower 
silage, oat hay and prairie hay, good 
feeders and fair feeders, and also the 
economy of grains on calves, yearlings 
and two-year olds. The results of ex- 
periments in sheep and swine feeding 
will also be discussed. 

The morning session will commence 
at 9.30 at the University Farm Build- 
ings, and will include addresses and 
{discussions on the following subjects:

The Oklahoma Wheat 
Growers’ Association is nearing the 
end of its second year and is “going 
strong” to use the words of Daniel 
Murrell, its president. 

The headquarters of the Oklahoma 
Wheat Growers is in this city, and 
John Manley is the state manager. 
The Texas Wheat Growers have 
separate co-operative 
which means that they have their own 
wheat pool, but for purposes of econ- 
omy they have made an arrangement 
with the Enid office for marketing 
their wheat. Thus this one office han- 
dles the co-operative wheat of the 
two states, a total of about 5,000,000 
bushels. | 

That it is not a large proportion of 
the total of 586,000,000 bushels which 
is the Government's estimate of the 
1922 winter wheat crop, nevertheless, 
the control of,this amount of wheat, 
and the “orderly marketing” of it, 
has enabled the Oklahoma association 
to obtain for its members a 
averaging some 3 or 4 cents a bushel

The Oklahoma association receives 
the usual proportion of these lower 
grades of wheat, but by cleaning, clip- 
ping, mixing, and otherwise processing 
it, this association has been able to 
buing all this low grade wheat up 
to at least No. 2 grade and the farmer 
membets have received the higher 
price for it. That alone has put a 
good many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in their pockets. 

Oklahoma has no terminal elevator 
facilities where this mixing, cleaning 
and processing caw be done, so the 
association has to send most of its 
wheat to Texas or Louisiana elevators 
for that purpose. An effort is now 
being made to obtain the passage of 
a bill in the legislature, now in ses- 
sion at Oklahoma City, which will 
authorize the use of State credit to 
the amount of $2,000,000 for building 
such an elevator, the debt to be amor- 
tized by a tax of 3 per cent. on the 
grain handled through it. Although 
the members of the legislature were 
very loud in their promise of help to 
the farmers during their campaign, 
the farmers are skeptical about get- 
ting the bill through, 

Whenever bills have been intro- 
duced to regulate grain exchanges, 
there have been loud outcries from 
eabals of brokers that they are abso- 
lutety necessary for the protection 
the farmers.

Cecil Munn, the sales manager of 
the zone selling agency, sits in his of- 
fice here, and receives enquiries for 
wheat from millers and exporters by 
telephone and telegraph. He makes 
| his offer by return wire and the sale is 
‘closed or rejected accordingly. Okla- 
homa and Texas wheat began.coming 
into the two associations shortly after 
{June 1, last year. The Oklahoma pool 
amounted to more than 3,000,000 
bushels, and Mr. Manley has now an-| 
nounced that the pool will be closed 
out on March 1, and the final distri- 
bution of proceeds will be made to 
members in ample time to furnish 
them money for the next harvest. 

6,250 Nembers 

The Oklahoma Wheat Growers’ Co- 
operative has about 6,250 members, 
representing 670,000 acres of land for 
the 1922 crop. The members sign 
contracts to deliver all their wheat 
into the association for five years. At 
the rate new contracts are being 
signed for 1923 it is probable that 
there will be more than 7000 members 
with a total of 1,000,000 acres for this 
}year. Each member pays 2 member- 
ship fee of $10. The democratic fea- 
tures of co-operative control have been 
preserved in this association, and the 
farmers’ locals are grouped around 
| the delivery points, usually the Farm- 
‘ers’ Union Exchange elevators, which 
jare local co-operative enterprises. 
| The Farmers’ Union is an organiza- 
tion for education and mutual bene- 
fit,

and part of its propaganda since | 
its formation has been to foster the| 
1 idea of co-operative enterprises among | 
ithe farmers. There are 196 farmer 
| co-operative institutions in Oklahoma, 
jof which 140 are elevators, 15 are

| er co-operative elevators are primarily 
receiving points to which the farmers 
jean bring their grain and receive the 
‘market price. 

{ Any farmer may sell his grain 
{there, whether he is a member or 
jnot, but the profits are distributed 
‘among the shareholders, in propor- 
{tion to their patronage. Esch mem- 
| ber of one of these elevator exchanges 
jtakes out a $100 share. 

| These elevators market the grain 
that they receive, some of it going 
ito neighboring farmers for seed, the 
rest being shipped out to mills or 
{grain merchants. Some years the 
{farmer elevators can show good pro- 
‘fits, as for instance the one at Weath- 
/erford, Okla., which I visited the other 
|day, that in one good year made a 
| profit of $14,000 on an invested capi- 
‘tal of $19,000, and that money was 
\distributed among the 194 sharehold- 
fers. Another year this elevator lost 
| $400, owing to extremely bad market-
